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OSAGE, 

the county seat of Mitchell county, Iowa, located in 
the south central part of the county, on the Winona 
and Southwestern, and the Illinois Central railroads, 
is situated just east of the Red Cedar river which flows 
through the county from northwest to south. Osage 
contains about 2,500 inhabitants, and in appearance is a 
very neat and attractive place. ‘The business part of the 
city 1s principally on Main street, which is one hundred 
feet wide and macadamized for three- fourths of a mile, 
beginning at the depots and extending into the east part 
of town, making it one of the handsomest streets in the 
State. ‘All the streets in the city are lined on each side 
with beautiful shade trees—hard maple, elim, box elder, 
ete., while the front yards are decorated with a variety of 
evergreens and other ornamental trees. The streets and 
alleys are kept neat and clean, which gives the place an 
inviting appearance to all, and no one who has ever been 
to Osage once will ever recall the place to mind without 
thinking of its charming and homelike appearance. 

The electric light plant recently established here is 
highly appreciated by all classes. 

Our Public Schools are justly regarded as second to 
none in the State, and have a high reputation for 
thorough organization and excellence ‘of instruction and 


discipline. The teachers are nearly all persons of large 


experience in the schoolroom, and bring to their aid the 
results of their training in Normal-school, Academy, 
and College. ‘The school buildings, four in number, and 
accommodating about six hundred pupils and eleven 
teachers, are located in healthful parts of the city, and 
are most tasteful and commodious in their construction, 
well, ventilated and the principal one is heated by 


steam. The principal, Prof. George Chandler, has had 


charge of the schools for five years and is nuow.engaged 
for two years longer. 

The Cedar Valley Seminary was founded a quarter 
of a century ago, to provide for giving thorough instruc- 
tion, beginning with the clementary branches, and 
extending though a full Academie course, under the 
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favorable intellectual, moral, and Christian influences. 
Prof. Abernethy, one of the leading educators of the 
State, and former Superintendent of Public Instuction, 
is Principal, aided by a competent corps of teachers. 
The buildings, three in number, are situated on a 
beautiful campus in the heart of the city, near good 


boarding homes, the churches, the postofhice, and other’ 
public buildings. It is conceded to be one of the very 


best schools in the State. 

Osage has six religious denominations; viz., Conegre- 
gational, Catholic, Baptist, .Methodist Hpiscopal, Free 
Methodist, and Universalist, all of which have fine 
church buildings. si 3 

The Mitchell County Agricultural society, has fair 
grounds, consisting of 15 acres, located in the Southeast 
part of the city, nicely fitted with race track, buildings, ete. 

The business men of Osage are sagacious and ener- 
getic, and spare no pains to do all in their power to build 
up the business interests of the city. 

Two fine water-powers on the Cedar river are waiting 
to turn the wheels of machinery to manufacture anything 
under the sun; especially do they invite grist mills, starch 
factories, paper and oil mills. he owners of the water- 
powers mnvile correspondence, 7 ) 

Osage is in the heart of one of the richest and most 
productive farming sections in the entire northwest. 
The land adjacent to it is undulating prairie, with here 
and there groves of timber. Streams of pure water are 
numerous, : , 

THE COUNTY. 


For the production of fine stock and dairy products 


there is no section in the West that can surpass Mitchell 
county. The land is peculiarly adapted to stock raising’ 
and dairying. It is well watered, and rich and nutritious 
grasses grow in abundance. ‘Phe land in the county 
was formerly devoted mostly to grain raising, but of late, 
stock raising and dairying are becoming the principal 
industries. 

Previous to -1878, wheat-growing was the main 
industry. Although large crops of an excellent quahty 
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were raised, yet like all tite wheat-growing countries, 
the expense of raising the crop was so great that at the . 
end of each year the net proceeds left the farmer but 
little, ifany ahead. In 1878, when Mitchell county had 
its first wheat- crop failure, a Farmers’ Convention was 
called. Mixed farming was discussed in its various forms.. 
Speakers were present from’ the dairying districts, show- 
ing the advantages derived from ereameries. The tide 
turned from that day. Stock raising and dairying were 
entered into as rapidly as circumstances would permit, 
and general prosperity has steadily advanced throughout 
the county. It.is now vastly different, every farm is 
stocked with fine horses, cattle, hogs, sheep, etc. Targe 
barns and convenient houses have been built. The cows 
and the poultry furnish a continual revenue which en- 
ables the farmer to pay as he gous.» There are twelve 
creameries now in the county. In one year, as nearly.as 
can be ascertained, the amount of butter made by the 
Mitchell county creamerices was 1,930,603 Ibs.; average 
price paid for cream, 1978 cents per inch, and during the 
year, $366,655.18 were paid to the creamery patrons. 
POPULATION AND NATIONALITI¥S. 

The population of the county is about 15,000, prin- 
cipally Americans. “There are settlements of Germans, 
Norwegians, Bohemians, and Irish, These are enter- 
prising, law-abiding people, the settlements having their 
church buildings in their respective neighborhoods. 

SOIL, TIMBER, STONE, WATER 

The soil is a deep, rich, black loam, producing boun- 
tiful crops of all kinds; such as are grown in the western 
states. Itis also a natural grass soil, producing a vast 
amount of feed, being unsurpassed by any of the great 
grass sections of the Old World. Ninety-five per cent is 
tillable. 

Although this county. is largely prairie, we are fully 
supplied with timber, having belts of it along the four 
steals; viz., the Wapsipinicon, Red Cedar, and Little 
Cedar rivers and Rock Creck, all flowing in a southeast- 
erly direction, 

Along the banks of these streams can be found fine

RAILROAD FACILITIES.” , 

Mitchell county has five railroads built across her 
territory; namely, the Illinois Central; Milwaukee & St. 
Paul; the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City; Towa 
Central; and the Winona & Southwestern. 

Among the newer industries of our eity the Winona 
& Southwestern railroad, being of far more than imere 
local importance, should receive especial mention. 
Organized to build a standard guage road and telegraph 
line from the city of Winona, Minnesota, on the Missis- 
sippi river, southwest to Omaha, Nebraska, on the Mis- 
sourl river, with a branch from some middle point. to 
Sioux City, in this State. It passes through the center 
of the great corn and coal belt of Iowa. By its imimedi- 
ate connection at Winona with the Burlington system; 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul: and the Northwest- 
ern line; but more especially by means of its eastern ally, 
the Green Bay, Winona & St. Paul railroad, it pierces 
the very center of the great lumber producing regions of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota; a thing of incalculable benefit 
to Osage and its surrounding and tributary territory. 
By its great eastern connection, the Delaware, [Tacka- 
wonna, aud Western system, it places us in touch with, 
aud gives us unbounded means of transportation to the 
controlling markets of the Atlantic seaboard. It is the 
‘Great Diagonal.” It parellels no other line. It crosses 
thirteen existing lines in Iowa and Minnesota: thus 
enabling us to reach any point. It places us, by its con- 
nection with the ‘‘Green Bay Route,’ and with the Pacific 
system of roads centering at Omaha and Sioux City, on 
the cheapest and shortest transcontinental line in exis- 
tance between New York city, San Francisco, and Port- 
land, Oregon. As a possible division point on such a 
ling, Osage at once comes into prominence as a 
common distributing point and as a most. pronusing 


center of trade for Mitchell county and northern Towa. 
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It means for us the building of machine shops, round 


houses, elevators, coal sheds, and all the accessory and 


necessary adjuncts of a division point. It means for us 


the bringing into our midst in a considerable number an 
entirely new class—a working class—and one that will 
make itself felt in many ways, which, to any intelligent 
citizen, are patent without elaboration. | 
It means for us the introduction and employment of 
capital along certain lines of manufacturing, only possible 


now and under these circumstances. It means for us 
the distribution monthly of large sums of money. — It 


means the building of many new houses and the making 
of many new homes. It means for us the infusion of life 


into hundreds of new things, and of new life into all our 


affairs, /v fofo it marks the dawn of a new era of pros- 
perity for Osage and we do well to welcome it with open 
arms aud with singleness of thought and unity of pur- 
pose, work for our own great benefit and for the conse- 
quent development of our city.
